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GOVERNOR SEYMOUR'S LETTER. 
Szars ov New Yore, Execurive ariee.} 
Aart, August 3, 1863, 
To mm Paespext ov rae Unrrep Srares:— 

Sm—Al my request a number of persons Bave called 
‘upon you with respect to tho draft in this Btato, moro 
particularly as \t affected tho cities of Now York and 
Brooklyn. To ayold misapprebensjons, Ideom it proper 
to state my views and wisbes in writing. As the draft 
‘wap one of tho cautes of tho lato riot In tho city of Now 
‘York, and ag that outbreak has been urged by somo ado 
reason for ita immediate execution in that city, it 1s proper 
‘tbat J should epeak of that even! 

At the moment when tho militia of the city were ab- 
tent, in pursoance of your request, and when the forces of 
tbe general government were withdrawn from ita fortl- 
Beations, leaving It Gefencolesa againet aby attack from 
abroad or tbo rict within Its limite, tbo Provost Marshal 
commenced tbe draft, witbout consultation with the aa- 
Uhorities of the State or of tho city, The barsb measure 
of raising troops by conscription has heretofore beea 
avoided by Lbie govoroment, and is Dow resorted to from 
the bollof on {ts part that it 1a neccesary for tho support 
of our arms. 

I know you will agree witb me tbat justice and pro- 
denco alike demand that this lottery for Iifo eball bo 
conducted witb the utmost falrocss and openness, 60 that 
‘ll may know tbat jt is impartial and equal jn its opera: 
fons. It is the rigbt of every citizen to bo assured that 
Jo all pablic traneacticne thero is strict |mpartiality, Io 
‘amatter co deeply alecting the porscns und happiness of 
our people, this is called for by overy consideration. 
Jom bappy to soy thatgio many of the districts 
Jn this State, tbe enrolled lists wero publicly exbibit- 
ed, tho nomes wero placed ja tbo wheels from 
which tboy were © be drawn jp tbo pro- 
kenco of men of dierent partica and of known 
Mogrity, and the drawings were condocted io a manner 
Jo ayold easpicion of wropg. As the enrolments aro 
made in many Ingtances by perfons unknown to the pub- 
Uc, who ore affected by thojr action and who bare no 
yolce in their election, care should be taken to prove tho 
correctness of covery slip. Unfortunately (bis was bot 
dono in the district of Now York wheo the draft was 
commenced. Tbe excitement caused by this unexpected 
draft led to an unjustifioblo attack upon tho enrolling offl- 
cers, whicb ultimately grew Into tho most destructive riot 
kpown Jn tbe bistory of our country. Disregard for law 
and tho disrcepect for Judicia) tribunals produced their 
natural results of robbery andarson, accompanied by 
morderous outrages upon a helpless raco, and for a time 
the very existonco of tho commorclal metropolis of our 


‘material aid from the State or vero ol 
of thomsclves to pat down this dangerous tbearrection. 
Ido not underrate tne value of tho services roadered by 
tho military or naval officers of tbe general goveromont 
‘who wero stationed in that city, for the public arc under 
‘great and Jasting obligations to them for thelr courage and 
kill and thelr wiso and prudent couneels, Bat toy had 
at their command only a baudfal of good troops, who 
‘alono wero entirely unequal to the duty of devendjox tho 

“vast amount of national property which was endangered. 
Te rjoters wore Eubducd by the cxortions of tho ely 
officials, civil and military, the people, tho police and a 
‘emall body of only twelve handred men, composed equally 
of the State and national forces, who availed themxclvos 
of tho able adyice and direction of the distiogalebed mtt- 
tary mea (o whom I-baye alluded. It gives a gratifying 
seeuranco of the ability o€ the grostest city of our cooti- 
nept to malntala order in fis mMdst, undor eircumstances 
fo disadvantageous, against an uprisiog so unexpected, 
nd baying {ts origin in questions deoply oxciting to the 
miods of tho great masecs of its popalation, 
‘The return from the war of somo of tho New York militia 
rogiments restored peace and security to the city. I or: 
dered troops from different parts of our State; but 1 
‘could Dot get them to the eity before tbo riot was quelled; 
noltber ooold the general goverment give any subatan- 
Nel aid. Tt could not evan man its own forts, oor bad it 

tbo means to protect its ow arsenals and navy yards 
gainet apy of tho-vossols which were at that timo engag- 
ed jn Durning tho ebips of our morcbauts almost within 

Hight of our coast. Fora timo theo very fortidcations 

‘were the eblef danger to the barbor ot Now York. Ove 

(bousand men could h yos-ived them all, aod havo used 

tholr armaments for the vestruction of its shipping aud of 
tho city iteelf, 
AL {OB Timo that this riot took placo I was engaged, 
fib Senator Morgan und Comptroller Rebingom, of this

nd I algo ordered bodles of (ho militia from tho Interior

While this deplorable rict Ras brought disgrace upon 
the great city in which it occarred, \t is doe to the charac 
ter of its population to eay that they were able to pat Jt 
down withoat ald from apy otber.quarter, to save thelr 
city and to rescse their own and the government pro- 
perty from tbojvioleoco cf a mob, at a critical moment, 
‘when they had sent their armsd men to save (be national 
eapllal from falling toto tho hands of beatile arms For 


this patriotic servico they bayo already received your

(hanks and the gratjtode of the nation, However much 
‘Wo may denounce and deplore tho lolence of bad or mis. 

guided men, it would be alike unjust and ungrateful to 
‘urge tbe execution of the draft in any spirit of resent: 
ment oF to show ay anwillinguees to goo that tho most 
exact justico is observed in the execution of tho mea 

sure apd jn fixing tho amount of tho quotas. I am 
saro tbat you will unite with mo in repelling any 
counsels suggested by excited passions oF partisan pro- 
Jodices; for you have on moro than ono occasion 
warmly ackoomledgod the gencrous aod patriotic promptl- 
tude with which tho city of Now York bas responded 
(o calls made upon it by you In momenta of sudden port, 
Tho act of Congrers providing for tho couscription directs 
that, In dotermining the quotas of men to bo furnished by 
‘each Stato, regard shall be had to tho nomber of volun- 
Yeora and militia faroished by them respectively since the 
commencement of tho present rebellion and that thoy 
‘hall be £0 assigned as to cqualize tho number among the 
dijatricta of {ho soveral States, allowing for those alroady 
furiabed and for tho time of thelr gorvice. 1 believe 
that Now York is tho only Atlantic State, eave Rbodo 
Taland, which bas furnished her full quota heretofore, and 
has also farnished surplus, which entitles bor to a credit 
upon the prexent draft, But the statement mado at tbe 
office of the Provost Marshal General at Washington of 


tho amount of this credit doca not agrco with 
that claimed at tho cfflce of the Adjatant 
General of this State. 1 do not doubt tho 


impartiality of Colovel Fry; and I bollovo that the dit- 
ferences of theso statements can bo reconciled It 
An opportanity is given to compare the records 
of tho two offices, I ask that this may bo 
dono. After @ carefal eximination I am satiated 
that the quotas sow demanded from tho Congressioval 
districts lo New York aod Kings county are glaringly un- 
Jost. Either tho names corolied in thore districts 
greatly oxceed the troe numbers, oF tbo eprolments in 
other parte of tho State oro groesly doficlent. The prac- 
ical tnjustico will be tbe same Jo either cako. If regard 
js bad to the number berctofore eont from the several 
districts the records of our State show that New York 
and Brooklyn bave furpiahed moro than thelr proportion 
‘These records were carefully kept under thoadmipistration 
of Governor Morgan. If tho qaotas now fixed upon theso 
citkes are proportioned to the numbers enrolle!, they 
suffer a double wrovg for they donot get a doo credit 
for the past, and the corclmenta aro excessive os com. 
pared with other sections of the State, } send you tables 
wbicb abow these results, avd 1 will algo etate here a 
few focts:—The quota for the Fourth Congressional dis- 
trict, with a popalation of 131,854, is 5,881. That Oxed 
upon tbo Fifteenth Congressional district, with a popala- 
Hon of 192,232, {s only 2,260. The quota cpon 
tho Jast named district should execed that of the city 
district ; for tho census eetimatcs ebow tbat there is alarger 
popalation of feraales and of aliens {a tho city of New 
‘York thon jn the country. If tbo comparison ja mado by 
the number of votes instead of population, taking the last 
election, when the voto was yory full,it will be ecen 
that the call upon tho city district is 6,881 upon a veto of 
12,363, while upon the country district it is only 2,260 
‘upon a voto of 23,165, In two adjoining districts in tho 
city of Brooklyn tbo discropancies aro equally etrikiog. 
In that ropresented by Mr. Odell, with a population of 
192,242, tbo quota le 2,697. In the adjoluiog district, re- 
presented by Mr. Kalbfelsch, with population of 161,951, 
it 4,149. Yet tho volera n Mr. Odell's district amounted 
to 16,421, and in that of Afr. Kalbflelsch to 16,067. Tho 
draft 4s at prosent proposed will throw upon tho eastern 
portion of tho Slate, comparatively log than ove- third of 
tho Congressional districts, mora than one-half of tho 
burtbens of the conscription, This is particularly unjast 
towards New York and Brooklyn, for they have not only 
furnished thoir foll proportions berctofore, without 
counting tho numbers they bave given to tho navy of tbo 
country, bat thoy bay beon the recruiting grounds for 
olber States, and constant complaints aro cow made that 
‘agools from other States are now employed for that pur- 
pose witbin those cities,and are buying persoos (bere 
to act as substitutes, thax rodociog still nore the number 
“of poraoan who will be compelled to meet this undue do- 
| mand, which obliges them to Jeaye thelr families aod 
thelr ‘homes, and to perl ir Hives, if th’ 
tonato than others {o their ability topay tho sam Oxed 
As 5 commotation. I earnestly requast that you will 
diroct that the enrolling oflicers eball submit to the Stato 
authorities their lists, and that on opportunity sball 
‘bo given mo, o8 Governor of this State, and to othor 
propor Stato officers, to look {nto the fairness of 
these procecdings. Justice to the eorolling officers, 
to tho honor and dignity of the government, to tho people 
who are go deeply affected, and to the public tranqaillity, 
domants tbat the suspicions which are entertained shall 
be removed. if thoy are unfounded. It Js Jost to add that 
tho administration owes this to Weelf, a8 theso inoquall- 
(les fall most heavily, upon thos» districts which have 
‘deen opposed Lo its political view, Iam sure that this 
fact will streagthen your purpese (o seo that justico is 
dove, The enrolaicnts are only complete in about one- 
half of the districte, Tho results were sent to meat in: 
tervals during the mouth of July, but were only re 
cently recolved by me, ja copsojucnce of my absence at 
tbo cltyofNow York. I am copident you will agree 
ith me that tho public fotercet In overy respect will bo 
promoted by alfordiog the fullest evidence of tha faitb- 
foluess and impartiality with which ths conscription Is 
conducted. In the meanwhile large numbers aro availing 
thomeelves of the boonties offered by the State and 
atloual govcroments, and are yolantarily callstiog, 
thus mitigating the distress which a compuleory draft 
nocessarliy carrios foto the betes of our people. Tno 
State of New York offers liberal bountica to those who 
eolist. J Believe It will be found that the abacdopment 


of oloptary eollgtmeng for a fered seu will 
prove to carci fo as amis at eat bot 
wecur® eltber 60 many or go eifective men as tbat ryetom 
wich one year einco gayo®to this government tho 
largest army over raised witblo £0 short a space of time 
by tbo yoluptary action of any people. 1 do not pra. 
pose to discoss fo this convection the reasous why tbo 
peoplo withhold tue support beretofore co cheerfully 
rendered. Hereafter 1 shall make that tho subject of 
farther communication. Hut, assumlug it to be due to 
the oxbaustioo of the pumber of those able to bear arms, 
it would ovly prove bow beavlly this new demand falls 
‘upon the productive Ioterests avd labor of our country 
‘aod jt makes another reason why the beavy burthens 
QF the conseription ebould be tempored by every act 
calculated to remove suspicion and to allay excitement. 
Above all, It ahould uduco every effort to get voluntary 
colistmonts, which fall less heavily upon tbe domestic 
happloera nod business nerangoments of our citizens. 1 
ask that the draft may be suspended in this State, as has 
tooen done eleewnere, until we shall learn the resulls of 
recroitiog, which In now actively golog on tbroughoot 
tho State, and. particularly in the city of New York. 1 
om advised that largo numbers aro uow voluatccring. 
Whatover credit shall horoafter be allowed {tbls Stato, 
it Is certala that there is a balance tn its fh or. It is but 
‘just tbat tho delinqueut States should make up their do- 
‘icleney beforo New York, which bas so freely aud 
gevcrously respovded to the calls of the government, 
shall be refused tho opportunity to cootioue ts voluntary 
support of the armies of the Usloo. There Js another 
polat whlch profouudly excites the public mind, which 
pas boca broogbt to your attention by persons from this 
and olber States. Our people bayo been tangbt that 
Jawa must be upheld and respected at every 
cet ord osery excrifico, tbat the Conscription 
act, wbich demands thelr perecus, acd perbaps 
thole lives, must be promptly obeyed, because itis a 
statate of our government. To eopport the majesty of law 
2 mllijon of men bad gone forth fromfNortbera bores to 
the battle Belds of the{South. More tban tbree hundred 
thousand bave been laid in bloody graves or baye perish- 
ed in lingering disease. The guilt of the rebellion consists 
n raising ap armed band against constitutional or legal 
obligations. ‘The soldier wbo bas given up bis fe; the 
capitalist who has evotributed his trearure; the mechanic 
and the Iaborer who have paid to the tax gatherer the 
earnings of weir toll, bare cheerfully made these sxcrh 
fices, because tbey kaw in the power of laws Dot coly 0b: 
Ligatiots to obedience, bot protection to their rigbts, to 
their persona and to their homes. It is this protectian 
‘which alone gives valae to government. It ts belleveu by 
at lest ooe-balf of tbe people of the Joyal Siates that tbe 
Cooacriplion act, which they are called upon to obey 
Decause It stands upon the etatate book, 1s Ja itself a 
violauion of tbe supreme const{tutfonal isw. Thero iso 
fear and fuspicka that, while they are threateved with 
the severest pecalties of (ke law, they aro to bo doprived 
of jis protection. In the minds of the American people

the duty of obedience and the right to protectioa are in 
F separable. If it is, tbercfore, proposed, on tbe coe band, 


to exact obedience at the point of the Bayonet, and, apon 
tbe other band, to abut off by military power all approsed 
to our Judicial tribonals and to deny redress for wrongs, 
We Baye reason to fear the meat rulnoas results. Thee 
disasters may be produced as well by dringing laws into 
coutempt, and by a destruction of respect for tbe de 
cision of courts, aa by open resistance, This govern: 
ment apd car peop ayo more to fear from an 
Acqulescenco in the disorganizing teachings that wor 
scspends their legol rights or destroys thelr legal 
Temedy than they havo to fear from resistance to tho doc- 
Urine that measures can be enforced without regard to tho 
decisions of judicial tribunal Tho refusal of govern. 
meals to give protection excites criticisms to disobedl 
ence. Tho successful oxecotion of the Conscription act 
depends upon the settlement by Jadicial tribunals of (ts 
‘constitationality. With such decisions in its favor, It 
Will bayoa bold upon the poblic respect and deference 
which it pow Incks. A refusal to gubmitit to this tect 
will bo regarded ag cvidence that iit wants legality and 
Dinding force. A measure ro unusual In tho history of 
this country, which jars so barsbly with thoso Ideas of 
volantary action which bave eo long provailed in this 
community, and which baye been 80 conspicuous ip the 
conduct of this war, should go forth with all (be S10 
tions of every dopartment of our government, the legia- 
lative, tbe execativo and the jodicial, With snch 
Fanctions it would overcome the hostility which 
jt naturally creates in tho minds of a people 
conscious of their patriotism and jealous of thelr rights. 
I earnestly urge that the government {nterpoes no ob 
Stroctions to the earilest practicable judicial decision 
upon thts point. Our accostomed procedures give to our 
citizens the right to bring all questions aifecting pereonal 
Aberty or compulsory service in o direct and summary 
manner to the Judges and courts of the State or nation, Tho 
dtcelsions wbich would thus gaturally bo rendered within 
brief period, and after full aod ample discursion, would 
mako such o current of jodiclal opinion as would satisfy 
tho public mod that the act is either valid or vold. Tho 
rigbt of this government to enforce military eervice In 
any other mode than that polpted out by tho constitution 
canbot be cetablisbed by a vjolent enforcement of tho 
statute. Jt must be determined ultimately by the jodcia- 
ry. It ebould be determined tp advance of an coforce- 
ment which must be destract ive to so many lives. It 
would be a cruel meckery to witbhold euch decision uotit 
after the irrcmediable in{ury of its execution open thaeo 
‘who are upable to fay (be sum demanded In lien of their 
Perrone. Those who are able to commute might bayo 
thelr remcay by rceovery of the money pald in commu, 
tation, No evils aro to be feered if the low ebould be 
Procourced unconstitutional, The cubmisslen of this 
government to tho decisions ef cur courts would givo itn 
bow and stronger bold upen tbe public confidence; it 
would add now vigor to our system of government, and 
it would cal} forth apotber exbibjtion of voluntary offer. 
jogs of men apd treasure to uphold an administration 
which sbould thus defend ond reepect the rights of tho 
people. The spirit of lawlessness in oor land would bo 
rebuked, respeet for legal obligations would be invigorated, 
confidence in our government would bo etrengtbencd, 
tbe dissensions and jealonsies ot tho North which now 
weaken cur cause would at once bo healed up, and your 
yolee would be potential in calling forth tbo power and 
force of a united people. By what wiiling strength has 
done in tho past yon may foresco what willing ond 
united strength may accomplish In the future, It cannot 
bo caldof New York, I belloye |t cannot bo eald of any 
Northern Stato, that if tho Concription act be declared 
unconstitutional the nation ia theroby abandoned to 
weakness nnd paralysie. Boaseored such a fato eannover 
be‘all a government which represents tho convictions of 
tho people. which works with the spirit and provisions of 
the constitution, Its ne more poesiblo onder euch circoum- 
stances thot the nation ehoold be left in helpleseness than 
that the strong man’s arm ebould refuse to oboy bis will. 
If this Dill, which stands upon the assumed right of 
Congress to pasé such an act, shall fall to the ground, 
‘thore is etilt left tho undispated authority to call forth tho 
armed power of tho nation ip the manuer distinctly ect 
forth in tho constitut{on of ovr country. a0 not dwell 
npon what belfeve would be the consequence of aviolent, 
bare Polley before the iLasivnsiity of tbe act ja 
tested. Yoo can gcan tho Jmmediato fotore nw woll ax I. 
Tho temper of the people to-day you can readily learn by 
cousaltjog,aa Ihave done, with men of all political partien 
aud of every profession and occupation, The cat{on'a 
etrength {s in the bearla of tho people. Eetrango them, 
divide them, and the foundations fail, tho stracture must 
parish. 1am confident you will feel that acquiescence 
jn wy reqoeata will be but a emall concession for our 
government to maka to our pcoplo, and particularly that 
Mt ebould assure Itself and them of tho accordance 
of its subordjnate laws with tho supremo law of the 
land. It will be bat a Jittle prico to pay for tho 
peace of tho public mind. Jt will abate notblog 
{rom the eoverelgoty of tbo nation to sbow a Juat regard 
for. tho majesty of tho Jaw and a paternal intercet lo the 
wishes and welfare of our citizens.

REPLY OF PRESIDENT LINCOLN. 
Fxrcunve Masgox, Wastnxorox, Aogust 7, 1863. 
His Excellency Hoxanio Srrxove, Governor of New York, 

‘Albauy, No Yo— 

Your commonleation of the 24 instant bas been ro- 
ceived and attentively considered. 1 canpot covsent to 
suspend the draft in New York, as you request, bocanso, 
among other reasons, time ia too important. By tbo 
Qgures you gond, whicb 1 prosumo are correct, the 
twolve districta represented fall in (wo classes of ight 
rd four respectively. 

Tho disparity of the quotas for tho draft in these two 
clasoes fs certainly vory striking, being tho difference bo 
teroen an ayerago of 2,200 In one class and 4,804 {0 tho 
other. Aesuming that the districts are equal one to 
another in entire population, as required by the plan oo 
which they were made, this disparity is zuch as to roqukeo 
attention. Mach of it, bowover, I puppose, will be oc 
counted for by the fact that 20 many more persons Ot (or 
coldlera are in the city tan aro jn the coanlry, who 
haya too recently arrived from other parla Of tho 
United States and from Europa to bo eltber locladed 
in the cecsus of 1860 or te Baye voted in 1802. Still, 
making dae allowance for this, Iam yet unwiillog to 
sand upon it as ap cotirely suficlent explanation of 
the groat disparity. Iehall direct the draft to proceed 
mall the districts, drawing, bowever, at frat from each 
of tho four districts—to wit: tbe Secoud, Foarth, Sixth 
and Eighth—only two tbousaod two bundred, belng tbo 
average quota of tbe other class. After this drawing, 
Abege four districts, and also the Seventeenth and Twenty- 
bioth, sball be carefally re-enrolied; apd, if you please, 
agents of yours may witnees every step of tbe process. 
‘Any deficiency which may appear by the new exrolment 
will be eupplied by a special draft for that object, allow 
ing dua credit for volunteers wha may be obtained from 
districts respectively dering tbe Interval; and ot all 
pointe, eo far as cousistent with practical convenience, 
doe credit shall be given fer yolonteers, pd your Ex: 
cellency shall be notified of tbe time fixed for cemmenciog 
a draft Ip each district. 

I dd not object to abide a decision of the Enited States, 
Soprame Court, of of the jadges wbereaf, co tbe camstiha- 
Houality of 1bs draft law. In fact, 1 stoald bo willing ta 
facilitate tbe obtaining of it; Dat T esanst conmeot to jose 
tbe lime while J J5 beg cbiained, Woare evotendiog 
witb an enemy who, as 1 understand, drives every able 
pooled man be cam reach Into bisracks, very much as a 
buteber drives bullocks Jato a slaughter pen. No time 
fs wasted, no argument ia used.

roads and farms, or farmers But there are 
other classes of Irish which emburk in businces, 
and, speaking the English language, as they do, 
thoy possess facilities which aro wanting to the 
Gorman. Besides this olass there is a largo 
number of Irish mecbanics in Now York, and it 
Ja bero that the chiof rivalry exists with the 
Gormans; for both tho Irish and Americaos 
sometimes complain that the German work for 
prices at which a decent white man can hardly 
live. But there is ample scope for all natiou- 
alities to thrive and prosper, and there can be 
ho ground for serious antagonism. It is the 
German’s ignorance of the English language, 
and not bis race or roligion, which isolates him 
equally from Amoricans and from Irishmen. 
Henoo it is that the Germans are more clan- 
ish than they would otherwise bo; but this is 
no cause of “violontly antagonistic elements 
in tho same political community.” Germans 
differ in their politics, like Americans, and, 
though in proportion to their numbers there 
‘ro,not so many of thom dontocra(s ns of tho 
Trlab, yet there can bo no donbt that a majority 
of tho German population is democratic. The 
foundation, therefore, on whioh the Richmond 
Whig builds is as unsubstantial os “ the baso- 
Jess fabric of a vision.” 

But tho rebel organ assumes that the aboli- 
tlonists and Puritans, ng soon as tho present war 
{a over, will unite with tho black republican 
Gormans against tho Irish and the Catholic reli- 
gion, and inaugurate another civil war os 
bloody as that which is now raging. The want 
of success which bas hitherto attended every 
Mlempt in this country to get up a war of 
white races, or a war of religion, will always 
characteriza such baso effori, And as for the 
Puritans and abolitionists, when this waris over 
thoy will have to 8d bide isle diminished beads 
from publi view that litte apprehension need 
bo ontertained of tholr boing able to do any 
mischiof for half a century to come. 

Asrogards the conscription riots, the writer 
in the Whig is equally mistaken. Tho vast 
majority of the German population are as much 
opposed to the draft os tho Irish and Amoricans, 
because they regard it as tho inauguration in a 
free country of tho despotism which thoy ex- 
perienced in thelr native land. Both Germans 
find Americans were ongaged in the riot a3 
well as the Irish, and if there wero more Irish 
engaged in it than Germans it is because the 
ward in which the drafting commenced was 
peouliarly Irish; and the Irish, with all the op- 
pressions they have suffered io their native 
land, have never been subjected to conscrip- 
tion, which Is foreign to the genius of the 
Anglo-Saxon race and ity institutions But 
had the riot continued, and had the draft been 
extended to the German wards, the Tontona, all 
ocustomed to Grearmus os they are, would 
have probably been more formidable rioters 
than the Irish. But rot is not the way to 
oppose an obnoxious law. An act of Congress

that he can do more sorvice to Virginia, to the 
South, to the country at large, and to the world, 
At tho head of the rebel Army of the Potomac 
than in any other capacity. He knowe that he 
now bas it in his power to sottle this yar, and 
it is reported that be is disposed to 
avail himsel€ of the opportunity. Policy, 
wistom, humanity, all combine to point 
out to bim the course he should pursue. In- 
stoad of making bis brave army actors and vic- 
tims in any more euch bloody tragedies as that 
of Gottysburg, bis duty, and probably his 
Intontion, is to march it direct to Rich- 
mond, place himself at the head of a 
roaclionary movement, arrest Jeff. Davis 
and the other rebel leaders, reorganize tem- 
porary State governments througuout the con- 
federacy, fssuo proclamations rocalling the 
people of Virginia and the other Southern 
States to thoir loyalty and to obedience to the 
federal constitution and laws, and direct the 
holding of elections for members of Congress 
to tako their seats in the Capitol at Washing- 
ton. 

In taking this course General Lee need have 
no foars of the result, Tho movement will bo 
heartily supported by his army, and will be 
hailed throughout the rebel States 3 one of the 
groatest wisdom. He willsimply be doing for 
tho United Btates what General Monk did just 
two centuries ago for Eugland—putting an ond 
to a sanguinary civil war aud restoring his 
country to the blessings of a regular eettled 
form of government. Tho better men of bis own 
section will bless bim for it even more thao 
thomen of the North, It will relieve them from 
the (errible military dospotlim under which 
thoy baye been ground for the last two yeara 
and oyor, and will give them some chance of 
rotrleving, before it istoo late, their ruined 
fortunes, It will provoko the hostility of only 
two classes, nelther of which, for the preaont, 
count for much—the ultra gocession fanatics of 
tho South, who still dream of tho realization 
of their wild phantasy, and the ultra anti- 
slavery men of the North, who hope to see the 
f war céntinue until slayery is utterly eradicated. 
No one but a few fanatics of the Pratse-God- 
Barebones class questioned the wisdom of 
General Monk’s course; and none but fanatics 
of the same class in the North, and firebrands of 
the Keitt and Yancey stripe {n tho South, will 
have a word of reproach for General Lee for 
overthrowing the rebel tyranny at Richmond.

The European Press on the American 
Questio: 

We dovote a large portion of our 
today to the comments of tho European 
press upon the important crisis which affairs 
have reached in this country. ‘The opinions of 
the leading journals of the Old World are ren- 
dered all the more significant just now because 
they are called forth by a enrious combination 
of nows, calculated, one would suppose, to 
purzle and befog the writers, as it hax certain- 
ly bowildorcd the advocates of disuniou and 
the friends of the Southern confederacy. 

Tho invasion of Pennsylvania and the etub- 
born resistance made at Vicksburg laid the 
foundation of hopes in tho enemies of this re- 
public which were destined to he disappointed. 
The intelligence of the defeat of Lee, tho cap- 
ture of Vicksburg and Port Hudson, the attack 
on Morris Ietand, and the fearful tale of tho 
Now York riots, happoned to arrive about the 
name time, and upon these eubjects the Euro- 
pean journals are eloqueat. It will be obsery- 
ed, lowever, that the news has worked a 
wondrous change in thelr tone, If we read 
thom arlght, the chances of recognition for the 
confederacy of Joff. Davis have dwindled down 

to the emallest speck. Even those papers— 
auch as the London Times and others—which 
were moat clamorous for tho Southern cause 
speak dubiously, if not absolutoly deapondent- 
ly, of its prospects. While thoy are unable to 
deny the terriblo blows receatly inflicted on 
the South, they affect to regard the riots in this 
city na an organized insurrection against the 
government and an overwhelming evidence 
that the North does not want tho war to be 
continued. It is impossible that, with tho 
light spread before thom, these jour- 
nals ean be in ignorance of the fact 
that, with tho oxception of tho first 
outburst of the laboring "people against the 
Conseription lav, the New York riots were the 
work of thieves and rowdies, who took advan- 
lage of & momentary excitemont to ply their 
ayocations with more success, aa the records 
of our courts, whero tho porpetrators are now 
daily recoiving the reward of their crimes, abun- 
dantly prove. 

‘The less partisan journals take a more ra- 
tional view of the riots, and invest them with 
tho charactor which they merit, while, almost 
without excoption, they regard the victories at 
Gettysburg, Vicksburg, Port Hudson, the 
retreat of Lee and Bragg, and tho attack 
upon Charleston, asa virlual end of the rebel- 
lion, and as disposing of all prospects of a re- 
cognition of the Southern confederacy. 

‘The loading journals of France go treat it. 
So also does the Indzpendance Belge, and in the 
same light does the Russian organ, Le Nord, re- 
gard it, The London Times and Post still 
higgle over the mattor, endeavoring to bolater, 
up the Southern cause by much ingenious 
special pleading, the weakness of which even 
their skilful logic cannot conceal. The other 
English journals, with few exceptions, congra- 
tulato tho British Ministry upon the lucky 
chance which deterred thom from a hasty ro- 
cognition of a government “which is no govera- 
mont,’ based upon intelligence favorable to tho 
South and the army of General Leo, aud which 
tho iutorval of one week converted into disaster 
for the Southern arma in all quarters. 

Upon the whole the tone of the European 
journals is most significant, a8 indicating a con- 
viction that the would-bo confederacy of Jeff. 
Davis isa falling house, which caution would 
prompt them to desert,

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL. 


Suxpay, Aogust 9, 1843, 

The money market continucs very casy, though 
ome efforts have been made within a day or two, 
by partica interested, to create an appearance of 

siogenoy by galling ip Jonny and declining to re- 
Ee eee alt ete for 
monoy in pon markt was 6 per cont, Yestorday 
‘most of tho brokora paid 6 and a fow 6. There 
was betweon Toesday and Satordoy no dimiaution 
of supply and no increase of demand. There hae 
been no improvement in merchandise and no 
eroased traMe therein. The volume of traneac- 
tlons on tho Stock Exchange was quite light yea 
torday and on Friday, and the speculative par- 
chases very modorato Indeed. On Thursday and 
yeatorday afternoon there was no market. Some 
parcels of currency have been sont from here to 
the country to pay th $860 draft fund and for 
other purposes; but, on the other hand, currenoy 
Jn all the time flowing into Now York for employ- 
ment from the Fast and from the West. On the 
wholo, it most be confessed that this is nota very 
nusploions time to attempt to raise the rate of in- 
terest. A temporary furry moy porsitly be cre- 
ated fora day or two among weak operatora in 
stocks; but, eo for os the interest of lenders 
ls concerned, thoy ore rather likely to 
Jose thon to make money by disturbing their 
Jonns. There ore, however, a certain set of indi- 
viduals in New York who cannot be made to 
understand that the war bas revolutionized finon- 
cial and railrond matters, and who, begause Erio 
told some time ago at 40 and 50, consider it pre- 
postorous that it phould now eell at 105. These 
persons, not realizing the crisis through which the 
country is passing, and not discerning the obvious 
effects of that crisis upon railroad traffic, dragoon 
themselves into the belief that present prices ore 
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Dut overy one, whether by deallnga with the g 
ernment or by private commerce or manufactors, 
or by speculation, appears to have grown sich 
Never were such outwaril cyidences of wealth 
apparent in this country, ‘True, a large propor 
Mon of thia wealth ia represented by government 
paper of various kinds, Bat 20 long as people be- 
Nieve ip this paper, receive ijt as money, and are 
convinced that it will be redeemed in specie be- 
fore very long, tho effect ia the amo aa if 


tho Increased wealth of the country consisted 
In gold, Tho quostion which ts ocenpying 
tho attention of the owners of all this 
wealth Ja how to invest it. As a matter 


of course, government scouritica will naturally 
absorb a large proportion. There can be no pos- 
sible Investment, superior in point of security, to 
government #ix per cent bonds, debt certificates 
or 7.30 notes, But, asno prudent copitalist will 
invest tho whole of his means in one class of secu- 
rities, our nowly enriehed fellow citizens, having 
placed a certain proportion of their meana in 
governments, are compelled to look elsewhere for 
income on the balance. And acarcfal enrvey of 
the dividend paying Jist bas led moat capitalists to 
the conclosion that after governments no invest 
ment promises #o well a4 ound railway stocks. 
‘They appear to be as safe nx, and promise to be 
more lucrative than, State or city bond, insurance 
or bank stocks. The leading railwaya, whose stocks 
fre dealt in at the board, such as Central, Eric, 
Erie preferred, Reading, Michigan Central, guar- 
antecd, Toledo, Rock Island, Alton preferred, &c., 
are all certain seven per cont stocks, and, if thoir 
present earnings continue, will be ten per cent 
or twelve per cent stocks. No such inyest- 
ments can be foand ontside of the railway list. 
Hence tho stubborongss of the markot, in 
the fnce of heavy gales, to realize profits, 
and vigorous hammering by the bears. We are, 
in fact, going through precisely the process 
which Old and New England have both gone 
through, in relation to railway property. Both 
New and Old England witnessed a period when 
railways were the only popalar investment, and 
@¥ory Sine Which was gradod ond equipped was 
deemed certain of income. To this cra of delu- 
sion succooded on era of collapse, doring which 
railway stocks fell to an almost nominal figure, 
‘nd nobody wanted to own or lend on thom. The 
third stage exhibited the railway list—in Old as in 
Now England—weeded of impracticable and value- 
Joes railway stocks, and consisting exclusively of 
dividend paying shares, which rose steadily in 
value, Now, in New England, there is very little 
speculation In the leading railway shares. They 
aro mostly beld at figures which make them yield 
Jeas than six per cont to their purchaser, and a 
man who wants one hundred shares of a reliable 
ine has to wait for the death of some heavy holder 
to purchaso, So, in Old England, no railrond 
stook whioh yields four per cent annual dividends 
can be bought at or under par. The leading stocks 
yield no greater income than consols, Capitalists 
hayo learned that well situated railway property un- 
der pradent management, is ns sound and lucrative 
an investment as can be discovered, ‘The stocke of 
our great trank lines and of our lending Western 
roads are following in the same track. There was 
‘a time when Galena gold at 130 and Erie at 96, in 
gold, when neither of them had any real claim to 
public confidence asinyeatments, To this succeeded 
‘a period when Galena went begging at 45 and 
Erie st 5, and it wasosmnch os | merebant’s 
credit was worth to admit that he owned railway 
property. We are now in the middle of the re- 
turning wave of confidence, Before it ends rail- 
way stocka will command yery much higher 


toriatid that they most soon Tend to. a genoral 
colliyigd. Liko the old fnshioned rurai capitalist, 
who lived in the hope of seeing roilroads donc 
away With and stage coaches set up again in their 
pristine glory, these routine operators regard the 
popularity of railroad investments ax an evanescent 
delusion, and assure their clients that the timo will 
como when Erie and Toledo, and Rock Island and 
Teniing, can alt be bought once moro at 50 cents 
on the dollar. This class of people are ever fore- 
mont in urging tho more shorteighted of oar bank 
manngors to take sdvantage of enck Jol! in the 
market to call in their loans, and try to produce a 
stvingency in money.’ The experiment bas been 
trlod four or five times within the past eighteen 
months; but we venture to say that it has never 
succeeded. There is too much money secking in- 
vestinent to admit of un active loan ‘market for 
more than a day qr two at atime; and it is so 
difcult to discover reliable interest bearing in- 
vestments that good railway stocks cannot Temain 
in discredit for a week ata time, ‘The goveroment 
Valance in tho Sub-Trensury is again becoming 
yery large, and tho Department is checking the 
fuige of debt certificates and resorting to direct 
currency drafts. Some $20,000,000 will bo dis- 
bursed io payment of troops within ten’daye.
